Practical Experiment in Sowing Wheal. 

That people sow too much w heat to 
the acre, Mr. John Bright has always 
contended and now he furnishes proof 
of the correctness of his theory. He 
says: Last fall I received from the 
State department of agriculture 100 
pounds of Michigan Fultz seed wheat. 
I sowed on one acre 66 pounds, or 1 
bushel of it, and on 1 ' , acres 40 pounds. 
The result was I had 30 bushels from 
the acre sown 00 pounds to the acre 
and 32 bushels from the 1 L 4 acres sown 
32 pounds to the acre. So we can rea- 
sonably conclude that 4a pounds, or 
three pecks per acre, is sufficient to 
produce a good crop.— Stanford Journal.

National Bank, a position he has ably 
tilled for about lil'teefl or twenty years. | 
It would not necessarily mean that he 
would leave Richmond should the } 
charter to his Havana hank be granted. '

The Hon Champ Clark, of Missouri, 
who is to deliver one of the addresses 
at Chautauqua to-day arrivetl Monday. 
To the Herald reporter, on being asked 
for an expression on the national po- 
litical situation, he said: 

'•Id my judgement Democratic pros- 
pecus have grown much brighter In the 
last ninety days; so much so that were 
the Presidential election held now, we 
would win. If things continue to go as 
tiiey are now going, Bryan will b* elect- 
ed hands down. I say Bryan because, 
while not yet nominated, cothing ex- 
cept death can prevent his nomination. 
Instead of growing weaker with time, 
he is stronger now than he was in IH'Mi. 
The lova which the masses entertain 
for him is something wonderful. At Mr. 
Bland's funeral, I happened to walk 
just behind Bryan in the procession V- 
tween long rows ol people. If I saw 
one man 1 saw an hundred reach out 
and touch his coat as he passed by. 

'•Who will run with him for Vice 
President? Most likely Joseph C. Sib- 
ley.of Pennsylvania; George Fred Wil- 
liams, of Massachusetts, or Johu \V. 
Daniel, of Virginia. 

"As to platform, the situation is this: 
The regular Democrats have the ma- 
chinery in nearly every State and Ter- 
ritory in the I'nion; we know we are 
right and we pro|iose to use it in all 
legitimate ways for all it's worth. We 
will not only reaffirm, but readopt lit- 
ueratism et verbatism the Chicago plat- 
form of lK'Jti, and add strong anti-trnst 
and anti-expansion planks. Also 
planks, strong as can be made, against 
a large standing army and in favor of 
an iucomc tax and of economy.

Why, there are drummers 
enough now preaching an anli trust 
crunade to turn the government over 
to the Democrats, if they vote the way 
they talk. 

"Then out of some 800 German- 
American newspapers, over 600 have 
declared against Mark Hanua's new 
[ (angled policy of imperialism. The 
Republicans can't carry a State west of 
the Alleghenies anil north of Arkansas 
without the bulk of the German vote. 
I am not a prophet or the son of a pro- 
phet, but I predict that if the Philip- 
pines war drags along until this time 
next year the Republicans will not even 
nominate McKinley. but will nominate 
Reed.

tial election. They see the handwrit- 
ing on the wall, and they don't need 
another Daniel to interpret it."

first book printed in the I'nited 
was an almanac at Cambridge 
in ll">39, by Stephen Dave, who estab- 
lished the first printing press in this 
country. The second publication was a 
slip containing a poem entitled "The 
■ Freeman's Oath." The next book was a 
metrical version of the 1'salms, called 
the "liny I'salm Book," in 1640. Copies 
are very rare. It is one of the most 
valuable books in the world. 

The first edition of the "Canterbury 
Tales." printeu by Caxton, of which 
only two copies are known, has sold 
for t.1.000, $5,100 and $'.1,400. 

The first edition of "Ilobinson Cru- 
soe" (1719) sells for $225. The first 
editions of lzaak Walton's "Coinpleat 
Angler" (1653) have sold for $2,075. 
The first edition of "The Vicar of Wake- 
field." printed in 17 sold for $300; 

the first edition of "Paradise Lost" for 
$150; the first edition of Milton's com- 
plete works, containing a presentation 
in eription on a fly leaf in his hand- 
writing. $1,150. 

The highest price paid for a book last 
year was $10,500. by Pickering & Chat- 
to, of London, for Kaoul Le Kevre's "A 
Bob of the Hool Lyf of Jassn," printed 
by Caxton in 1490 in black letter. It is I 
one of the earliest books in the Eng- \ 
lish language, and formerly belonged I 
to Itishop Heber. Some biographical 
details on the fly leaves in his hand- 
writing greatly increase its value. A 
copy of Capt. John Smith's "True Re- 
lation." printed in 1608, sold for $1,425. 

The highest price paid for an Amer- i 
lean book last year was $1,000, for a 
copy of Kev. Mr. Cushmnn's sermon 
on the "Dangerof Self-Love," which was 
preached at Boston shortly after the 
ba ttlement of that place. It is the only 
copy known of the first sermon ever 
printed in America, and belonged to the 
collection of the late Charles Deane. 
from which it was purchased by the 
Massachusetts Historical society. 

The highest price paid fur an auto- 
graph last year was $1,030, for a letter 
from William Bradford to Gov. Win- 
throp. concerning the affairs of the 
Plymouth colony a few months after 
the landing of the Pilgrims.— St. Louis

The radish crop is ju 
shipped. It has been a rather favorable 

year for the crop. To most of your 
renders, the radish crop may be in their 
minds something as the peanut crop 
was a few years ago— rather a "small 
and insignificant crop." By looking 
over some old reports I notice thut in 
the year 1S70 this section around Nor- 
folk is credited with having shipped 
all of 40.000 bunches of radish, and all 
of 50,000 barrels of potntoef and other 
truck crops in proportion. 

This year it is estimated by one- of 
our largest radish growers that the 
acreage in radish will reach 1,500 acres. 
The number of growers is not far from 
500. One of the largest growers has 
nearly 50 acres of radish, and uses near- 
ly one ton of radish seed. At one time 
recently one of our truckers was ne- 
gotiating with a seedsman for a cer- 
tain kind of radish seed, when the deal- 
er remarked as an irdorsement of his 
seed: "I sold a New Jersey trucker 40 
pounds recently"— and our trucker 
fairly paralyzed him with an order for 
300 pounds of radish seed, writes a con- 
tributor from Norfolk. 

The crop Is planted or sown broad- 
cast in nnrrow beds, from January to 
April. The early sowings are subjected 
to great danger of loss, and sometimes 
the planter has to resow hif crop Iwo 
or three times. 

Warm, sunny nooks and corners are 
chosen in w hich to sow the crop, and a 
protection is sought from the north, 
east and west, to keep off the cold 
winds from said quarters of the com- 
pass. The beds of all the early sown 
radishes are about six to eight feet in 
width, and are turned up in such a 
'manner that the north edge of the ridge 
is higher than the south edge, causing 
each ridge to slope a little to the south 
On these beds the radish is 
cast. 

The round radish is the kind gro 
generally. Shipments have been going 
north for the past 60 days or more. 
The hands pull and tie the radishes 
in bunches at the low price of ten cents 
per 100 bunches. The hands take the 
radish in the bunches and wash them 
carefully and pack them in half barrel 
baskets as a rule, and ship to market. 
If the weather gets very warm, a nice 
clean square or oblong block of arti- 
ficial ice is bedded in the middle of 
each package and the radish goes into 
the northern market clean, bright, 
fresh and crisp. 

A good hand will pull and tie as 
many as 1,200 bunches in a day. Others 
will not get more than 500 bunches to 
their credit — making the wages range 
from 50 cents to $1.20 per day. The 
half-barrel baskets cost eight cents 
each. The freight to New Vork is 14 
cents per basket. The yield per acre 
will run from 100 to 250 baskets. From 
100 to 140 bunches fill the half barrel 
package. It is estimated that the pres- 
ent crop reached, or will reach when 
finished, the grand total of 20,000,000 
bunches, which is quite a respectable 
increase over the modest .little 40,000 
bunches shipped in 1S70. Our inform- 
ant stated that this section was the 
largest radish growing section in the 
entire country. As fast as the radish 
crip is pulled and shipped the land is 
prepared for tomatoes, melons and 
other Inter crops. The land as a rule 
is made to "tote twice," so to speak, 
and often "totes thrice"— that is to say, 
is made to grow three crops per year. — 
Country Gentleman.

In the British army Ihe rour-legged 
recruits are drawn up in n ring round 
an instructor, who tires a pistol. Some 
take the flash and rc|s>i t very quietly 
and these are soon passed on to soercr 
trials, « hile the others have lesson after 
lesson until they are quite convinced 
that there is no danger to ihem und be- 
fore long you might lire a seven-pound- 
er within a yard of them and they 
would hardly look around. After this 
they are taught lo face tire— that is to 
say, to gallop fearlessly up to a line or 
square of infantry, blazing away with 
their rifles, and to charge batteries of 
quick-tiring guns. Of course, only 
blauk cartridges are used, and so to a 
trained horse going Into battle for 4 he 
first time there Is no difference bet ween 
the bar MKM thunder of the maneuvers 
and Ihe death-dealing storm which 
-weeps o\. r the ball lefield. The poor 
brute only learns what the difference 
really is by bitter r\|ieririice. 

When smokeless powder came into 
general use it was found that in many 
cases hordes which would face the 
smoke of guns using black powder 
without flinching flinched and shied at 
the flash and roar unaccompanied by 
smoke.

I old Ihnt to see men and horsei 
struck down hy an invisible agency 
must necessarily be so. But it is gen- 
erally agreed that the use of smokeless 
powder at night has a much more dis- 
turbing effect than that of the old 
powder, because the flashes of the 
guns, unobsciii-cd by smoke, are a great 
deal more vivid. The fear thus inspired 
can. however, be overcome by training, 
but there is another fear which must, 
in Ihe nature of the ease, be felt for Ihe 
first time on the battlefield, and thai is 
the often uncontrollable terror pro- 
duced both in men and horses by the 
whistling of bullets and the screaming 
ond banging of shells. Some authori- 
ties have, indeed, said that since the 
Introduction of smokeless powder and 
the great increase in the range and ac- 
curacy of weapons, it would be iin- 
i de to keep cavalry in hand under 
Mm fire of modern artiilery, but this is 
pr. l.ably an exaggeration.— Pearaon't 
Magatioe.

The architect. M. Redon, who has 
charge of the Louvre, has resolved to re- 
store the Tuileries garden to the condi- 
tion in which it was iu the days of I. a 
Notre. As the palace does not exist 
to-doy : it is impossible to say whether 
the old artificial style will be pleasing 
or not. 

Students of architecture may have 
often wondered how the two towers of 
Notre Dame, at Paris, were not of the 
same size. A writer in one of the En- 
lish magazines has found a rather curi- 
ous explanation. It appears that when 
the cathedral was built it was the ca- 
thedral of a suffragan bishop, who was 
not entitled to two towers of equal 
height, and for centuries the bishop of 
Paris was suffragan to the bishop of

Explorations are proceeding rapidly 
in the Forum. Rome, and following upon 
the expropriation of the site of the Ba- 
silica Amelia comes the good news that 
the ugly seventeenth century church 
of San Lorenzo, in Miranda, which has 
disfigured the beautiful chapel of An- 
toninus and Faustina, is to be taken away 
so that the remains of this imposing 
temple will now be revealed in all their 
beauty, says the Scientific American. 
The columns are the largest of their 
kind in Rome, being about 50 feet high 
and ten in number. The three large 
steps of the portico, which descend to 
the Via Sacra, have now been entirely 
cleared of rubbish, so that not only is 
the majestic flight of steps which led 
up to the temple actually seen for the 
first time for at least 14 centuries, but 
the actual width of the Via Sacra in 
front of it is likewise for the first time 
actually made known.— St. Louis Re- 
public.

Russia first among the nations of the 
world, with an active army of 1,125,000 
toldiers, a first reserve of 2,500.000 and 
a second reserve of 1,375,000, bringing 
up the total number of available sol- 
Hers on a war footing to about 5,100,- 
M0, as against 5,000.000 in Germany, 
»,SOfl,000 in France. 2,500,00 in Italy. 
1.600,000 in Austrin-Hungnry, and 
1.100.000 in Turkey. But a recognized 
authority among military men, the 
France Militaire of Paris, in a recent 
issue disputes the correctness of the 
popular belief that Russia can put in 
the field ihe largest army of tlie world 
n time of war and says: "The United 
States are not a great military power 
from the point of view of their effective 
'oot forces in peaee, but in time of war 
their permanent contingent would 
form the nucleus of the vastest army of 
the world." 

Prior to the beginning of the San- 
tiago enmpnign and the stirring events 
of a year ago at Manila, it was not usual 
to include the I'nited States in any 
computations of available armed 
strength, the nations of Euroi>e being 
compared only with each other in this 
regard. But. as the quotation from 
the French military journal shows, in 
all computations of available militnsy 
strength the I'nited States must now be 
reckoned as a factor, and a vtry little 
-.imputation shows that the view of 
the French military paper is very 
nearly correct. In the first pla,ce, in 
all authentic estimates of the available 
fighting strength of European coun- 
tries, "soldiers" of every grade are in- 
cluded in the general total, whereas the 
American total is made up only of the 
regulars in the permanent service of 
the L'nted States and without any ref- 
erence whatever to the national guard, 
which corresponds to the first reserve 
nnd outnumbers the regulars in the 
proportion of ten to one. The number | 
of able bodied male residents in differ- 
ent countries is put at 20,000.000 in Rus- 
sia. 12,000,000 in Germany. 10,000.000 in 
Austria. 9.000,000 in France, 8,500,000 
in (ireat Britain, 7,500,000 In Italy and 
4,000,000 in Spain. 

By the federal census of 1S90 the 
number of residents of this country in 
the category of males between 18 and 
44 years, both included, was 13,230,000. 
Since t,hen the population of the I'nited 
State/ has increased 20 per cent., ac- 
cording to the most reliable estimate. 
The actuary of the treasury estimated 
the population of the United States on 
June 1, 1897, as 72,807,000, and by next 
year's census there is very little doubt 
but that the total population will be 
shown to be 75,000,000, an increase of 
12,000,000 over nine years ago, and the 
total number of Americans of military 
age will not fall short of 17,000,000. 

In the United States the number of 
physically disqualified persons incapa- 
ble of serving in the army is materially 
less than in Russia, and the adminis- 
trative business of this country, too, 
is conducted almost exclusively by 
civilians, whereas Russia is under prac- 
tical military rule, thus taking from 
the number of those available for mili- 
tary service all w ho are in the employ 
of the government. Moreover, while 
44 years is put generally as the maxi- 
mum age for soldiers, the majority of | 
the commanders and many of the of- 
ficers, as well as the rank and file, are- 
above 44. Everything considered, it is 
probable that Uncle Sam could, on a 
pinch, put more troops in the field for 
a "finish fight" than any other country 
in the world.— N. Y. Sun.

"In granting such a clearance under 
a permit, officers of the customs will 
advise masters of owners that the 
clearance under permit and the use of 
the flag of the United States hereby 
authorized do not confer upon such 
vessel anj rights or privileges which 
are conferred u\ton vessels of the United 
States by the statutes or treaties of the 
United States. 

"The rights nnd privileges of such 
vessel as to entry, clearance, dues, 
charges, etc., in foreign ports and in 
ports of the I'nited States, will be de- 
termined by laws of the country in 
which the port may lie situated. 

"Such vessel, upon entry into a |iort 
of the United States, will lie subject to 
the provisions of sections 2197, 4219 and 
4223 of the Revised Statutes, nnd such 
other laws as may be applicable. 

"The form and manner of the issue 
permits provided for in this paragraph 
shall be prescribed by the secretary of 
war. 

"Tariff circular No. 71. dated Wash- 
ington. May 23, 1899, is hereby re- 
scinded." 

The circular repealed is the tem- 
porary order giving Cuban vessels the 
right to trade with foreign ports, the 
same privileges being carried in the 
present order. 

Acting Secretary Meiklejohn has is- 
sued the regulations necessary to put 
the order into effect. They provide as 
follows: That clearance permits must 
be signed by the commanding general 
and collector of customs in Cuba, and 
issued only for purposes of legitimate 
trade, under bond of ten dollars per 
gross ton, to prevent abuse of the flag 
privileges and secure compliance with 
the rules. Arms and ammunition may- 
lie curried only under special permit. 
No statute or treaty rights conferred 
upon vessels bearing the United States 
flag nre conferred iqion these Cuban 
vessels, whose rights in ports of the 
United States and of foreign countries 
will be determined by the local laws. 
Extra tonnage dues, one dollar per ton, 
will be incurred in the United States. 
The permits are to be deposited in for- 
eign ports with the United States con- 
sul there, as in vthe case of American 
ships, and upon returning to Cuba they 
shall be surrendered to the collector 
nnd. if conditions have been rflet, they 
shall lw canceled. Otherwise the ship 
shall be <!• taincd. Penalties not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars per gross ton may 
be imposed for misuse of the flag, nnd 
forfeiture also may follow. — Washing- 
ton Star.

BIG STORE OF STATIONERY. 



rnt of Ja.tlee I ondaeta 
ahaataeea la Writ, 
laa- Materials. 

"The department of justice runs one 
of the biggest stationery concerns in 
the country," said a clerk or that de- 
partment. "We have to do that to sup- 
ply the various officials of the depart- 
ment throughout the country. Not 
many years ago our stationery bureau 
was used solely for the benefit of this 
immediate department. Judges, clerks 
of courts, marshals and other officials 
throughout the country purchased 
their supplies from stores in theircities 
and tow ns and sent us the accounts to 
pay. By this method we paid the retail 
price for everything. We found this 
would not do, as the highest prices were 
paid for everything. Under our pres- 
ent system every official of the govern- 
ment coming under our department 
makes requisition on us for supplies, 
and we send them at little cost, most of 
the time by mail. \s we buy everything 
at cost prices we save to the govern- 
ment thousands of dollars each year 
over the old method of doing business. 

"We carry a stock worth at least 
$6,000 at all times, and all the judges, 
marshals, clerks and others send to us 
for their |fencils, writing pai>cr. etc. 
It's funny, too, what strange fancies 
some of there* have. For instance, there 
is a certain western judge who won't 
have anything else but a. red . pencil 
which is peeled off when it is sharpened. 
We carry this pencil in stock for no 
other person, as not many others have 
ever taken a fancy to it. I suppose he 
loses or misplaces all the other kinds of 
pencils, but finds this one to his liking 
because he can easily see it. Bight here 
in th» Pistrict of Columbia is a judge 
who listens to arguments with six pen- 
cils in his hnnds. He rolls these be- 
tween his fingers while he is busy, and 
never has less than half a dozen. He is 
not particular about the kind of pencil 
he has. Other officials have peculiar 
idas about the kinds of paper, pens and 
ink they want, and they will have no 
other. Thus, you see. we carry a more 
varied assortment of goods than a sta- 
tionery store." — Washington Star. 

POPE FOR A DAY.

When Pope Leo XIII. dies his immedi- 
ate successor will lie Cardinal Lliigi 
Oreglia. camarlingo of t he Koman Cath- 
olic church. He will not be called pope, 
but according to the laws in force he 
will be acting pope until the new* pope 
is elected. 

The Vatican regulations decree that 
the election of the new pojw cannot 
take place until after the burial of the 
late *>ope, which takes place ten days 
nftcr his decease. In many instances 
the election Is not complete for weeks 
or months, so that the camarlingo may 
enjoy his papal power for a long time. 

Leo XIII. held the position of camar- 
lingo when he himself was elected to 
the pontificate, but it does not seem 
possible that his camarlingo will suc- 
ceed to the papal throne. It is the ca- 
marlingo who formally declares the 
pope dead after tapping his forehead 
three times with the silver hammer. 
He it is who breaks the seals and 
"ring of the fisherman," nnd then as- 
sumes the direction of the apostolic see 
until the new pope is chosen. 

The camarlingo presides over the sa- 
cred conclave of the cardinals having 
the election in hand, nnd keeps the key 
of the place of meeting, so that none 
can euter or go out save with his con- 
sent. When the election is concluded 
he asks the new pontiff what name be 
intends to take. And after he has re- 
ceived the snhitation of the assembled 
cardinals it is the enrdi tlsl-cainarlingo 
who places on his finger the "ring of 
the fisherman." ile is, in fact, the 
actual successor of the pope, even 
though temporarily. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 

NO MORE OAK FLOORS. 



One of the historic places In the west 
is Whisky Gap, W'yo. The old-time 
dwellers of mountain and plain, the 
men who "fought Indians and hunted 
buffalo out west" during the overland 
trail days of the early '60a, have 
shrugged their shoulders with satisfac- 
tion at the mention of Whisky Gap for 
nearly 40 years. This is the place, ac- 
cording to tbeir belief, where real "fire 
water" gushed up out of the rocks in 
a beautiful mountain spring to quench 
the thirst of a whole company of Uncle 
Sam's trained Indian fighters. "It was 
nothing but pure spring water," they 
say. "A veritable fountain of youth." 
Whisky Gap received its name in 1862, 
during the building of the overland 
stage route from Denver to Salt Lake 
City and the Pacific coast. 

It happened in this way: The people 
of Denver had long been working to se- 
cure the regular overland stage route, 
then connecting the easf and west. In 
1862 "Ben" Holliday, a veteran stage 
mun, became the proprietor of the great 
overland line, nnd he agreed upon a 
route running through Denver to the 
west. He decided to discontinue that 
part of the road running up the North 
Platte and the Sweetwater rivers, and 
across South Pass, Wyo. The many In- 
dian difficulties experienced on this 
route was the inducement to abandon 
it. The new trail led by way of Jules- 
burg, Col., to Denver, and on over the 
established wagon road to Fort Lup- 
ton and north across the Laramie 
plains, then due west through Bridge- 
water Pass. Wyo., joining the old trail 
leading across the country to the Pa- 
cific coast. The change was made dur- 
ing the summer of 1862. All the rolling 
stock, horses and other property of 
the company were gathered nt the sta- 
tion just above Devil's Gate, in central 
Wyoming. Company A of the Eleventh 
Ohio cavalry, with Maj. O Farrell in 
cnmmnnd, was the detailed escort at 
the time. 

During the first day the long train 
of coaches, wagons, horses and mules 
made 11 miles from the station where 
the property had been gathered. The 
route chosen was directly south from 
the Sweetwater river. The camp se- 
lected was in a gap in the mnuntains, 
where there was a fine spring and plen- 
ty of wood for cooking purposes. Short- 
ly after going into camp the major dis- 
covered that quite a number of his sol- 
diers were intoxicated, and he at once 
sent for Lieut. W. H. Brown, who was 
officer of the day, and informed him of 
the condition of many of the men, and 
gave it as his opinion that some one 
was selling whisky in the camp. The 
command was doing escort duty not 
only for stage, stock and stores, but also 
for a number of emigrants who had 
availed themselves of the opportunity 
for safe conduct over the plains. 

Lieut. Brown received ordera to 
search all wagons, nnd if he should dis- 
cover whisky to destroy it. Taking a 
corporal and three or four men. he com- 
menced the search for the contraband 
article, and found at least a barrel of 
whisky In an emigrant wagon. The of- 
ficer ordered his men to roll the barrel 
out of the wagon, knock in the head 
nnd empty the contents on the ground. 
This was done, but it chanced that the 
spot where the whisky was emptied wns 
just above the spring, nnd the fiery 
liquid went pouring down into the wa- 
ter supply of the camp. The soldiers 
saw what was going on nnd they rushed 
forward with cups, canteens, buckets 
and camp kettles to save what they 
could of the coveted "spirits." Many n 
man stopped over the spring nnd drank 
almost without breathing until he wns 
drunk. A half hour later the intoxi- 
cant was showing its effect pretty gen- 
erally around the camp, and soon but 
few sober men could be found. One sol- 
dier who had succceeded in getting a 
full canteen from the spring paid his 
respects to Maj. O'Farrell at the head- 
quarters tent, assuring his command- 
ing officer, with maudlin mein and 
many n "hie." that that was the finest 
spring he had ever seen and the very 
best water he had ever tasted. 

Maj. O'Farrell was apprehending an 
attack from the Indians that night, and 
the condition of his men fairly disheart- 
ened him. He saw at a glance that even 
a small band of snvages could make 
a successful raid on his camp; conse- 
quently the sober and less intoxicated 
men were kept on the alert that night. 
Fortunately no Indians put in an ap- 
pearance, a,nd by morning the de- 
bauched men had slept off their intoxi- 
cation. 

Thus the gap in the mountains where 
the camp wns made received the name 
of Whisky Gap. For many years it was 
the favorite camping place for the more 
credulous of the old freighters and emi- 
grants of the "trail dnys," but the little 
spring was never a "fountain of youth," 
as it had been In the old days, when 
"fire water" gushrd up out of the rocks 
to quench the thirst of a company of 
United States soldlrrs.-Chicago Ti 
Herald.

It is a common experience among 
mountain climbers to find bntterflira 
lying frozen on the snow, nnd so brit- 
tle that they break unless they are very 
carefully handled. Such frozen butter- 
flies on being taken to a warmer climate 
recover themselves and fly away. Six 
-pern s of butterflies have been found 
within a few hundred miles of the 
north pole. 

Aluminum has just been used for the 
construction of a new fireproof curtain 
to be used in the opera, house, Hcsancon. 
The curtain is 60 feet wide by ,4 feet 
high, nnd its total weight, composed of 
aluminum sheets one-twelfth of an 
Inch thick, will be 4,000 pounds. Had 
sheet iron been osed instead of tin- 
lighter metal the weight would have 
increased to 11,000 pounds. 

The enterprising city authorities of 
a small northern borough have been 
trying the experiment of sprinkling a 
street with sea water. They find that 
such water binds the dirt together be- 
tween the paving stones, so that when 
it is dry no loose dust is formed to be 
raised by the wind; that sea water 
docs not dry so quickly as fresh water 
so that when salt water has been used 
BTM load of it is equal to three loads of 
fresh water. The salt water which is 
deposited on the street absorbs mois- 
ture from Ihe nir nt night, whereby the 
street is thoroughly moist during the 
early morning, and has the appearance 
of having been freshly sprinkled.

Xo more oak floors— at least for ordi- 
nary nioiials in th's part of the world. 
Thpt is what the experts are saying 
now. They announce that the supply 
of fine oak timber ettst of the Missis- 
sippi is practically exhausted by reck- 
less cutting. 

Xor is there any remedy in sight. 
True, groves of oak scrubs have started 
op in many places which if let alone 
would in time furnish a fresh supply. 
But most of these are being recklessly 
destroyed by forest tires. Their pros- 
pective value seems not to be appre- 
ciated. 

Fine oak timber can. of course, still be 
obtained from abroad. The English 
oak in particular is excellent, but the 
cost puts it out of the question for any 
but ihe richest. Those who could have 
mahogany and rosewood if they wanted 
it can. of course, procure oak. but that 
is small comfort to householders of 
moderate means. 

Bulders. therefore, are looking about 
for a substitute. Our forests abound 
with ash. birch and other kinds of tim- 
ber that are fairly satisfactory, but 
none of them is quite an equivalent for 
good oak. — N. Y. World.

It Has Ileen Kntleed That Itted* Flee 
from the Approach of Ihe 
Aalalle Pestilence. 

There are several instances on record 
of birds deserting places attacked by 
cholera. In 1834, on the appearance of 
cholera at Malmo. in Sweden, the jack- 
daws and sparrows all left the place, 
and did not come back until it had 
gone. During an outbreak of the same 
disease at Kurachee. In India, in 1846, 
it was particularly remarked that the 
vultures, kites and other birds of prey, 
w hich nre very numerous In that part of 
the world, entirely disappeared, almost 
simultaneously with the beginning of 
the outbreak, returning gradually after 
the first few days when the virulence 
of the diseases began to abate. The be- 
lief is almost universal among the 
natives of many parts of India that 
kites always desert a place attacked by 
cholera, and the return of these birds is 
regarded ns an infallible sign that the 
attack has begun to pass off. It is re- 
ported again that at Mauritius, when the 
cholera appeared at Port Louis, the 
martins all disappeared, and remained 
away as long as the epidemic contin- 
ued. The reason for this action on the 
part of the birds is not known. Pos- 
sibly the peculiar state of the atmos- 
phere which is favorable to the develop- 
ment of cholera, or tbe emanations 
from the ground which some say are 
the originating cause of an outbreak, 
are for some reason disagreeable to the 
birds, which, therefore, fly away to 
avoid it. Th'ucydides mentions that 
birds were very scarce about Athens 
I during the year of the great plague, 
430 B. C— Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I •■•otlaa; Clar Plsiars Throosh Iron. 

The tallow candle which is shot 
through a door must hide its oead be- 
fore a seven and a half ounce plug of 
clay which has been ao tired as to per- 
forate an Iron plate an inch thick. The 
velocity of the clay plug was tremen- 
dous. It has been estimated that the 
speed necessary must be over 1,800 feet 
a second. Experiments of this kind 
were conducted by Capt. Cooper Key, 
of tbe British army, at the Royal 
arsenal. A special gun was employed 
and pressed cylinders of raw dry clay 
three Inches losg and two inches in 
diameter were used. Eventually one of 
these plugs went through a cast-iron 
plate one inch thick from a distance 
of not more than 23 feet.— X. Y. World.

A giant private of the Montanns chose 
a different method. When he was tired 
I on at n distance of about ten yards and 
missed, he caught his enemy, took his 
gun away from him and then laid him 
across bis knees. After he had vigor- 
ously applied a piece of bamboo he 
seized the enemy by the seat of the 
trousers and threw hint toward tin- 
rear. 

"There!" he said. "Don't you let me 
catch you playing with firearms again." 

The little black man's confidence in 
the European rifle has waned. In Ihe 
beginning he thought that he had only 
to discharge his manser at n while man 
and fhe white man was dead. This led 
to the firing from the houses and the 
reckless chances which the Filipinos 
took nt first when their losses were so 
great. Xow they apparently are "good" 
after they are captured, and thej do 
not fire from houses. Most of whatever 
their lenders know of military practice 
they have learned from the Spaniard*. 
I They are as facile in imitation as the 
I Chinese. Their buglers now do our calls 
as well as their own. By watching us 
they found out that they have been 
firing too high, and now they are try- 
ing to fire low. They succeed uutil the 
volleys from our skirmish line begin to 
pour in. Then they cringe too much in 
their trenches lo aim on a level. Their 
trenches (of the Spanish type) are built 
under cover, nt strategic |»oints. which 
admit of easy defense and retreat, with 
the smallest possible exposure, once the 
Americans advance. On a wall above 
Ihe line of one insurgent trench were 
16 a bras ores by bullets in a space two 
feet by one. 

Such music as was played there is 
disconcerting. The little black man will 
not remain to hear it after our men nre 
within 2t)o yards. At running he is 
easily the American's superior. Bis 
bare feet never get sore. He has no 
clothing to impede his progress except 
cotton shirt nnd trousers. He knows 
the bypaths and the fords of the 
streams. But he feels that it is very un- 
fair of ns to make him retreat. We are 
not practicing warfare as he un- 
derstands it at all. What is the use of 
rifles thnt will shoot 2,500 yards if you 
are going to try tocntch Ihe enemy with 
your hnnds? 

Aguinaldo's officers are highly in- 
censed about our artillery, it is said. If 
they have no guns we ought to use 
none, and if they have three or four or 
five, we ought to use only three or four 
or five, as the case may be. What has 
happened, however, was to have been 
expected after we refused to fire back 
and forth between trenchea in the 
moonlight, which is the only kind and 
generous method of making war in the 
tropics. 

In the march to Mai. d. is our men 
marched and fought all day under the 
beating sun, slept on the ground, swam 
rivers and did everything which it wns 
supposed hy the natives that white men 
;ould not do. They ttiou 
would not attempt to i 
of more than one of 
ments at a time, nnd then rest at least 
a w eek after each effort. A prisoner ex- 
plained his feelings by saying: 
"Thr-r-r-r-t!" and making a rapid 
movement with his hands.— Frederick 
Palmer, in Collier's Weekly.
